Family’s memorial to young cer warns Panel senceieo of road 


GHOST B BIKE 
TRIBUTE TO KIT

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THE family of a 20-year-old cyclist 
who was killed after cutting in front 
of a moving lorry have installed a 
‘ghost’ bike at the place he died to 
remind drivers and cyclists of the 
dangers of the road. 

Kit Isambard Pentlow was cycling 
on the A422 Hennef Way in Banbury 
on November 4 when the incident oc- 
curred, an inquest heard yesterday. 

Witnesses reported seeing him “wob- 
bling” along the three lane carriageway 
in Ermont Way and seeming oblivious 
to all traffic around him. 

He then cut in front of a heavy goods 
vehicle, just before it pulled out onto a 
roundabout, and was knocked off his 
bike and dragged under the vehicle. 

The inquest also heard Mr Pentlow 
had been on drugs and playing on his 
mobile phone while cycling. 

Coroner for Oxfordshire Darren Salt- 
er said: “This is a tragic accident to 
have occurred but the evidence points 
to the likelihood that Kit was intoxicat- 
ed to some extent by the use of drugs. 

“He moved from the near side of the 
HGV to the offside, something I don’t 
think anyone expected.” 

A toxicology reported showed Mr 
Pentlow, who lived in Alma Road, Ban- 
bury, had taken drugs that day as traces 
of heroin, cocaine, cannabis and Diaz- 
epam were found in his blood. 

Mr Salter said this would have led to 
him having poor control of his bike and 
a slow reaction time. 

Sister Clemency, 22, and dad David 
attended the inquest. Following Mr 
Pentlow’s death they installed a white 
‘ghost’ bike on the road where he died. 

Miss Pentlow said after the inquest: 
“Kit was an intelligent, witty young 
man. 

“He has left a special mark in the 
hearts of people he knew and met. 

“As amemorial to him and a reminder 
to drivers and other cyclists of the dan- 
gers of the road, we have put up a white 
‘ghost’ bicycle at the location of the ac- 
cident.

“The bicycle is a symbol of the love 
friends and family have for him, where 


flowers are left in his memory.” 


He arrived at the roundabout, in the 
third lane in Ermont Way. He said he 
did not see Mr Pentlow again. 

Mr Gilbert added: “I pulled away and 
was still checking. In seconds I heard 
a scraping sound. I first thought it was 
the truck or trailer. I checked all mir- 
rors. Then I saw the wheels of a bike go 
under my wheels. At that point I had not 
felt a bump or anything. I jumped out. I 
could see the body between the second 
and third wheel. It was obvious there 
was nothing I could do.” 

Mr Salter concluded a death by road 
traffic collision. 


The HGV driver, Wayne Gilbert, 
spoke of the moment he first saw Mr 
Pentlow. 

Mr Gilbert said: “He seemed una- 
ware of me. I stayed a good car length 
behind him as I could not overtake 
safely. The cyclist was swerving along 
the carriageway. He was pressing his 
screen like he was texting. He was all 
over the place.” 

Mr Gilbert said he made sure it was 
safe to overtake before doing so, and 
kept an eye on Mr Pentlow in his mir- 
rors until he was a good 30 feet away.

IT might not be a traditional

Postmaster saves 
mum from flames

A BLOXHAM postmaster 
grabbed his elderly mother 
and dashed out of their post 
office after flames threat- 
ened to fill the building. 

Suresh Kumar was working at 
the High Street shop on Thurs- 
day afternoon when his mother 
Ranji Kana, 75, ran in to tell him 
a fire had started in the kitchen 
at the back. 

Mrs Kana, who lives with her 
son in the first-floor flat, had 
peered into the room and found 
electrical sockets on fire, with 
flames licking the ceiling. 

Her son tried to put the fire out 
with an extinguisher but with 
black smoke billowing through 
the building he grabbed his 
mother and ran. 

Mr Kumar said: “I was in the 
post officeand when my mother 
told me I quickly called the fire 
service and got her out. 

“T grabbed the fire extinguish- 
er and managed to put out most 
of the fire but there was still 
smoke everywhere.

“T made sure no one else was 
inside and moved some clothes 
upstairs before getting outside.” 

The fire brigade arrived 10 
minutes after being called at 
about 4pm, and warned people to 
stay away from the High Street 
while they dealt with the fire. 

The flames did not spread from 
the kitchen and cause any dam- 
age to the post office. 

Paramedics were also on the 
scene, and although Mr Kumar’s 
mother was treated for smoke 
inhalation she did not require 
hospital treatment. 

Mr Kumar’s wife Rajula, son 
Reshie, eight, and daughter Say- 
al, six, were left without electric- 
ity and are still waiting for it to 
be turned back on. 

Mr Kumar, 45, said: “We'd real-

ly like to thank our neighbours 
for their support. A lot offered to 
put us up for the night because 
we didn’t have any power. 

“It was lucky that my mother 
noticed it at such an early stage. 
It really started to spread quick- 
ly. 
“There were a lot of people 
on the street when they saw the 
smoke coming out.” 

The post office was open for 
business as usual yesterday, de- 
spite the family relying on a tem- 
porary generator for electricity. 

Incident commander John 
Callaway, from Oxfordshire Fire 
and Rescue, said it was “sheer 
chance” the pair got out when 
they did. 

He said: “I cannot express how 
lucky the residents were. 

“There was a smoke alarm in 
the property but the battery had 
been removed. 

“Her son initially did the right 
thing by calling us out, but then 
like many people are tempted 
to do, returned to fight the fire 
himself. 

“We would always advocate 
that in the event of fire, occu- 
pants should get out, stay out 
and call us out.” 


Hospital traffic claim 


MORE patients from 
the north of the 
county need to be 
given treatment at 
the Horton General 
Hospital while 
roadworks are taking 
place outside the 
county’s other main 
hospital in Oxford, a 
campaign group has 
claimed. 

Keith Strangwood, 
chairman of Keep 
the Horton General, 
said it was unfair on 
patients to have to 
spend at least an hour 
looking for a parking 
space at the John 
Radcliffe hospital. 

It comes after the 
county council closed 
a lane on the A44 
between the Pear 
Tree and Wolvercote 
roundabouts for 
three months, and 
increased roadworks 
by the Cutteslowe 
roundabout. 

Mr Strangwood said: 
“We are particularly 
concerned about the 


potential for the death 
of a patient, conveyed 
by ambulance to 

the John Radcliffe 
hospital, being 
delayed en route.” 

The chairman 
also said he would 
welcome talks with 
county council 
transport leader 
David Nimmo- 

Smith about helping 
ambulances during 
the roadworks. 

He added: “As 
though this isn’t bad 
enough, patients are 
now being sent JR 
appointment letters 
with the advice that 
they should ‘allow at 
least an hour to find a 
parking space’. 

“Tf ever there was a 
time that the Oxford 
University Hospitals 
Trust woke up to the 
fact that patients 
from the north of 
the county should be 
treated at the Horton 
General Hospital, this 
is it.” 


Bleak future

£571m,. 

BHS will continue to 
trade as usual while a 
buyer is sought, 
according to 
administrators Duff & 
Phelps.

Honour Walk hope for Poppy Appeal 
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AN “HONOUR walk” could help 
the Royal British Legion’s Poppy

Entry is £3 for adults and £1 for 
children, with under-fives allowed 
to take part for free. Registration 
takes place from 10am. 

Mr Garwood said July would be 
an apt time to stage the honour 
walk as it would coincide with 


the centenary of the Battle of the 
Somme, which took place during 

the First World War from July to 

November 1916. 

By the end of July 1, the first 
day of the battle, there were about 
60,000 British casualties. 

Money raised through the Poppy 
Appeal and events including the 
Honour Walk funds the RBL’s work 
supporting anyone serving in the 
Armed Forces, or anyone who 
has previously served, and their 
families. 

Mr Garwood added: “People can 
also contact their local branches 
and set up their own fundraising 
events or they can donate via the 
RBL website. 

“They can also take part in 
sponsored runs and sponsored 
events throughout the year.” 

As a result of the public’s support 
during the past year the RBL 
answered more than 450,000 calls 
for help from the Armed Forces 
community.

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Concern at lack of 
nurses at hospital 


THE situation at Chipping 
Norton Community Hospital 
has gone “from bad to worse” 
as the county council 
announces the facility does not 
have enough nurses. 

Member of the Chipping 
Norton Hospital Action Group 
(HAG) Clive Hill said the 
situation was causing a lot of 
concern in the town. 

He said: “So now there will be 
no intermediate care in this 
part of North Oxfordshire 
because they have stopped 
taking patients with clinical 
needs. Basically the beds will 
become care home beds.” 

Earlier this year the council 
made the decision to have 14 
hospital beds in Chipping 
Norton to be managed by the 
Orders of St John Care Trust 
(OSJCT) charity rather than the 
NHS. 

The campaign group 
members were strongly against 
the idea, and said they did not 
want to see the removal of the 
“expert” NHS workers. 

But now the council has said 
it will be temporarily stopping 
the intermediate care due toa 
few nurses leaving for new 
jobs. 

Mr Hill added: “OCC and 
OSJCT have had months to sort 
this out and have made a 
complete mess of it just as we 
predicted they would. The 
problem is people in the 
community are the ones to pay 
the price.” 

Intermediate care, which is 
what the hospital currently 
provides, is for people who

have an illness or injury that 
does not require them to be in 
an acute bed, for example in 
the John Radcliffe Hospital in 
Oxford. It also acts as a bridge 
between more intensive care 
and a person returning home. 

Keeping on the NHS nurses 
would cost the council £1.3m 
whereas having nurses from 
the Order of St John would cost 
£800,000. 

Oxfordshire County Council is 
currently looking at ways to 
save £50m from the council 
budget by the year 2019/2020 
and is reviewing all of its 
services. 

Plans to replace staff and 
decrease the number of beds at 
Chipping Norton hospital is 
thought to help with the 
necessary cost-saving. 

The council has saved about 
£204m since 2010 and needs to 
save another £88m by 2017/18.

Cyclist completes nine-day, 874-mile ride to raise more than £7,000 for young homeless project

A PRINTER from near Banbury has 
completed a mammoth 874-mile cycle 
ride across the country while attempt- 
ing to raise £10,000 for a local young 
persons’ charity. 

John Assheton, from Milton, spent 
nine days pedalling from Land’s End 
to John O’Groats in support of the 
Banbury Young Homelessness Project 
(BYHP). 

His pain-staking journey began on 
the south coast on April 12 with wife 
Amanda, and the pair arrived at their 
final destination last Wednesday, a day 
ahead of schedule. 

So far the 51-year-old has raised £7,000 
for the charity, which helps vulnerable 
people aged 13 to 25 to find a safe place 
to live and provides advice about differ- 
ent services available to them. 

Mr Assheton was inspired to take on 
the challenge after his wife took on the 
route five years ago, and has been train- 
ing since the end of last year. 

He said: “It’s something that I’ve had 
in the back of my mind for years. 

“A friend of mine was going to cycle 
the route 30 years ago and I offered to 
do it with him, but in the end unfortu- 
nately it didn’t happen.” 

After injuring his knee in a skiing 
accident a few years ago, the father- 
of-three took up cycling to help him 
recover.

While five years ago Mr Assheton 
drove alongside his wife to help her 
out, this time round their roles were 
reversed. 

He added: “I bought an old creaky 
bike and my wife said what I needed 
was a challenge to do, and she said if I 
did then she would as well. 

“T never thought I could do more than 
25 miles a day so I couldn’t believe it 


when I was doing 90. I just learnt to keep 
going and it’s quite eye-opening to see 
what people like me can do.” 

Mr Assheton chose to raise money for 
BYHP after hearing about the work the 
charity was doing to support young peo- 
ple in Banbury. 

He said: “BYHP is only a small charity 
and it does some great work. 

“Tt helps young people who may have 
been let down by their families or soci- 
ety in general. 

“Tt puts them back on the path to get 
their lives together, and because we have 
three children, if they were in that situ- 
ation this would be the port of call they 
would need.” 

On the journey itself, he added: “I’m 
glad the weather was nice, but it was a 
lot of hard work. 

“T would thoroughly recommend it, it 
was an extraordinary trip.” 

Head of business at BYHP Tim Tarby- 
Donald said it was the biggest pledged 
donation the charity had received in his 
time there. 

He added: “Supporters like John and 
Amanda are invaluable to the work we 
do supporting young people locally. 

“Tt is amazing that people want to push 
themselves to the limit to help us con- 
tinue our work.” 

The charity requires more than 
£200,000 every year to fund family me- 
diation, counselling, housing advice and 
employability training.

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No butts, just 
pay the fine... 


SMOKERS in North Oxfordshire 
have been warned not to flout litter 
laws after two people were caught 
dropping cigarette butts in Banbury 
town centre. 

Enforcement officers from 
Cherwell District Council were 
patrolling the area on Thursday 
when they spotted a man and 
woman separately drop the ends 
on to the pavement. 

The officers issued both with £75 
fines, which must be paid within 
two weeks. 

Under the Clean Neighbourhoods 
and Environmental Act 2005, it is an 
offence for any litter to be dropped 
on the ground and is punishable by 
a fixed penalty notice. 

The district council's 
environmental enforcement 
manager Mark Harmon said: “In 
Banbury town centre alone we 
spend tens of thousands of pounds 
working to keep the streets clean 
by removing litter that has been 
deliberately dropped by members 
of the public. 

“Cigarette butts contribute 
towards this ongoing problem and 
although a lot of smokers wouldn't 
drop rubbish or wrappers on the 
ground, they would flick a cigarette 
end. 

“With so many bins to choose 
from it means smokers have no 
excuse for dropping butts on the 
ground.” 

If the pair pay their fine seven 
days after the offence it will be 
reduced to £50. 

Failure to pay could result in 
prosecution, and the maximum fine 
at magistrates’ court is £2,500.

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Tenant pleads guilty to 
illegal dumping of chairs 


A WOMAN dumped two 
armchairs in a communal bin 
area despite knowing she was 
breaking her tenancy 
agreement. 

Amy Southard, from Bretch 
Hill, in Banbury, pleaded guilty 
at Banbury Magistrates’ Court 
on Tuesday last week to 
breaching the Environmental 
Protection Act 1990. 

The court heard that on 
December 15, 2014, two red 
armchairs were left in the 
communal bin area at the 
Bretch Mill maisonettes where 
the 31-year-old was living. 

Daniel Smith, prosecuting on 
behalf of Cherwell District 
Council, said the armchairs 
were found to belong to 
Southard, who was aware of 
the procedures in removing 
bulky waste as she had 


previously used the council's 
collection service. 

He added that although the 
chairs had been removed by 
Sanctuary Housing, Southard 
had failed “to take any 
reasonable steps” to dispose of 
them lawfully. 

Satyanam Singh, defending, 
told the court the incident was 
a “one-off offence” and that 
Southard was “sorry” for her 
actions. 

Southard was handed a 
12-month conditional discharge, 
ordered to pay £200 towards 
the council's legal fees and pay 
a £15 victim surcharge. 

Chairman of the bench 
George Greene said: “Things 
like this leave a mess for other 
people. You don’t want to see 
that mess so it’s not fair for 
others to see yours.” 


Lecture on historic battle 


HISTORIAN Professor Anne 
Curry has been announced as 
the speaker for this year's 
lecture marking the 600th 
anniversary of the Battle of 
Agincourt at Banbury Museum.

THE sky above Banbury’s Spiceball 
Park was lit up last Thursday as resi- 
dents celebrated the Queen’s birthday.

VOTERS across the Cherwell 
Valley will go to the polls for 
council elections and to 
choose a police and crime 
commissioner next Thursday. 

Voting will take place on 
May 5 at polling stations 
across the district, with all 48 
seats on Cherwell District 
Council up for grabs. 

It is the first time the 
Conservative-controlled 
authority has had elections 
since a review of ward 
boundaries was completed 
last year. 

Each ward will elect three 
councillors, including 12 in 
Bicester and 15 in Banbury. 

Those up for election 
include: Adderbury, Bloxham 
& Bodicote; Banbury 
Calthorpe & Easington; 
Banbury Cross & Neithrop; 
Banbury Grimsbury & 
Hightown; Banbury Hardwick; 
Banbury Ruscote; Bicester 
East; Bicester North & 
Caversfield; Bicester South & 
Ambrosden; Bicester West; 


Current police and crime 
commissioner Anthony 
Stansfeld is re-standing for 
election next Thursday 
Cropredy, Sibfords & 
Wroxton; Deddington; 
Fringfords & Heyfords; 
Kidlington East; Kidlington 
West; and Launton & Otmoor. 
This initial election will then 


be followed by a return to the 
system of elections by thirds, 
where one third of councillors 
would be up for election each 
year and elected to serve a 
four-year term. 

A series of local town and 
parish council polls are also 
due to take place, in 
Adderbury, Ambrosden, 
Ardley with Fewcott, Banbury, 
Blackthorn, Bodicote, 
Draycote, Hanwell, Launton, 
Piddington and Stoke Lyne. 

At the same time on 
Thursday, across the whole 
Thames Valley, residents will 
also be able to vote for one of 
four PCC candidates. 

The candidates nominated 
are: Laetisia Carter (Labour 
Party), John Howson (Liberal 
Democrat), Anthony Stansfeld 
(Conservative Party) and Lea 
Trainer (UK Independence 
Party). 

It is the second time the 
Thames Valley will elect a 
police and crime 
commissioner, after the role 


was created in 2012. Mr 
Stansfeld currently holds the 
position. 

There are 41 PCCs across the 
country, who are responsible 
for holding police forces to 
account and cutting crime. 

Polling stations will be open 
from 7am to 10pm next 
Thursday. 

After they close, verification 
of the votes for local elections 
and the PCC elections will 
start at 10pm at the Spiceball 
Leisure Centre in Banbury. 

That is expected to continue 
until the early hours of Friday, 
May 6, with the count for the 
PCC elections taking place 
outside of Cherwell Valley. 

However, the count for local 
elections will be held at the 
Spiceball Leisure Centre, 
starting at 10.30am on Friday. 

The results are expected to 
be confirmed by late 
afternoon. 

There are no elections set to 
take place for Oxfordshire 
County Council.

THE fragile alliance between the 
Avengers is shattered in the 
third Captain America film, 
directed at a breathless pace by 
brothers Joe and Anthony 
Russo. 

Opening with a flashback to 
1991 that sets one major 
character on their self- 
destructive path, Civil War 
underscores its bombastic title 
by pitting former allies against 
each other in a series of 
dizzying showdowns that cleave 
apart the Marvel Comics 
universe. 

A year has passed since the 
events of Avengers: Age Of 
Ultron and the US secretary of 
state Thaddeus Ross (William 
Hurt) insists on the introduction 
of legislation —- The Sokovia 
Accords - to control the 
superheroes. 

Tony Stark, aka Iron Man 
(Robert Downey Jr), reluctantly 
submits, telling his compatriots: 
“T’m doing what has to be done 
to stave off something worse.” 

Steve Rogers, aka Captain 
America (Chris Evans), who has 
always been a staunch patriot, 
refuses to sign, fearful of the 
consequences of the Avengers 
relinquishing their 
independence. 

The gulf between Stark and 
Rogers forces the remaining 
Avengers to take sides. 

A battle royale between the 
two factions unfolds just as a 
diabolical new enemy, Baron 
Zemo (Daniel Bruhl), threatens 
mankind. 

Captain America: Civil War 
could easily trim 20 minutes 
from its bloated running time 


without diminishing the impact 
of the special effects sequences 
or the pivotal plot twists. 

The Russo brothers 
choreograph destruction on a 
grand scale. 

Evans and Downey Jr puff out 
their chests for supremacy in 
every lavish frame.

GRIEF, we’re told, comes in 
many different forms. 

There’s no wrong way to 
grieve, apparently. Except of 
course, there is. 

And nowhere is grief more 
structured than in Hollywood. 

There, grief is either a granite 
albatross weighing the sufferer 
down until eventually they 
crack and, more often than not, 
scream at a coldly beautiful 
landscape until finally, their 
artful tears fall, or, it is quite the 
opposite; it is a fully formed 
thing from the offset. 

Demolition, the new comedy 
drama from Wild and Dallas 
Buyers Club director Jean-Marc 
Vallee, offers neither trope for 
its anti hero, Davis Mitchell 
(Jake Gyllenhaal). 

It’s not a version of grief any 
of the dearly departed would 
want for their loved ones. 

Widowed after a car accident 
killed his wife Julia (Heather 
Lind), the young banker is left 
with anumbness he can’t shake. 

He’s not just numb about his 
high-flying job at the bank, 
where his father-in-law Phil 
(Chris Cooper) also happens to 
be the boss, or his covetable 
home and possessions, he’s also 
indifferent to Julia’s death and 
unmoved by his colleagues and 
loved ones’ needs for him to 
heal, or at least heal in a way 
they understand. 

The only person who 
penetrates his apathetic exterior 
is Karen (Naomi Watts). 

As the customer services

representative for a vending 
machine company, Karen 
receives a letter of complaint 
from Davis about the machine in 
the hospital which gobbled his 
money, but didn’t give him his 
goods on the night of his wife’s 
death. 

But while he writes about the 
complaint, he also expands on 
his life and loss, until eventually 
his letters become increasingly 
confessional in tone to the point 
where Karen and Davis meet 
and strike a friendship. 

While sentimentality could be 
rife, Demolition avoids it largely 
due to the welcome flashes of 
humour and thoughtful 
performances from Gyllenhaal 
and his young co-star Lewis.

IT'S fitting that futurist Richard 
Watson kicks off this tome with a 
quote from former heavyweight 
champion Mike Tyson, as he 
certainly comes out fighting. An 
expert in predicting global trends, 
the author’s advice is sought by 
Coca-Cola, IBM, Shell, McDonald's 
and the Ministry of Defence. Here, 
he warns most of us live in a digital 
bubble as part of a world that is 
becoming machine-centric and 
technology-driven. In financial 
markets, the digital revolution 

is turning the economy into “a 
winner-takes-all online casino”. 
More worryingly, love and compas- 
sion can't be programmed into a 
machine, so, in a future of software 
which writes its own code, will we 
remember to cater for these most 
basic of human needs?

A FEW words spring to mind 
when you think of Suzuki 
cars — but edgy, mean and 
moody are not among them. 

The motor brand specialises in 
producing thoroughly sensible, 
practical and economical cars.

The trim includes gloss black 
17-inch alloy wheels, a vertical 
grille design, rear upper spoiler, 
satin silver door mirrors and 
red interior stitching.
